'riviste Houses Muost e Oponed,

“There aure  at  loast o thousand
homos  in this  clty whitro there
is 8 guest chamber, whioh would ordinarily
aocommodato two, that an saditional cot or
two would in no wise injure, and it would
help 1o soive this probleom. I am satisfled
that many havae pot yot offered the use of
rooms even without ingreasing the capicity,

“Our citiens may nou want to turn their

houses into hoteis, but it is what s
done In other cities, snd 1t Is  what
wo must do w n cartain éxtoent,

It will not hurt our houses in the least and v
will help tha oity very materially,

“I'nero is also a splondia o pnrtunlty for
aAny ono to muko u little l[}uuffhllt money by
ronllux vacaot rooms or nulldings down town
and putting In cots. 'There will be many of
fho visitors who will ba up until late at night
and will want but a few hours’ sieop.
Thoy would wather bire a cot down
“town than to go out two or threo miles, even
if by so downg they could get a room to them-
selves, They would gladly pay 50 conts for
such lodging, and it should be provided, Tho
hatels will il theie coreidors, and even din-
ing rooms, {1 they follow the exmmplo of the
Chicago hotels during tho late convention,

“If wo provide a place for svery one to
sleep thore ean be no kick, but if we leave
thousands Lo walk the streets they will not
say the kindest things about us when they
go bome, and no one could bleme them,

If persons who have rooms to rent will
notify Me. I 1. Hodglos by mall or be Lele-
phone they will favor the commltios,

Collseam in Rendiness,

Chasrman Stricklorsnys that the Coliseum
' building will bo In readiness for the guests
by next Thursaday evening. The interior of
the ouilding Is undergoing o trunsformution
undar the suporvision of Contractor Whit-
loci. Poople who attendod the manufac-
turers exposition will lhardly secognize it
Loday.

The arrangement of the chales, and the
slevution on an inclined plane of all chaies,
putsian of the spaos  willoted for delegatos in
the conter of the building, s far superior to
auything that has horetofore boen mnue in
the bullding.

FINANCIAL CLAPTRAP.

Hypoorisy of 0 Demoerntio Plank Exposed
by Several Hankers,

The platform adopted by the late aemo.
eratie nutional convention containg one plank
that appears to most the universal disap-
proval of people who bolleve In a sound basis
for the carnency of tha coyntry, and the na-
tional banks aro particulerly earncst in
thelr opposition to the policy advooniod by
this particular plank, It roads as follows:

“We recommend that the probibitory 10
per cont tax on state bank issues bo re-
ponled,

The law to whieh this refers Is soection
4,412 of tho revised statutes of the United
Siates and reads as follows

“Hvery national banking association, state
bank, or state banking association shall pay
atax of 10 per cent on the amount of notes
of aoy person or of aoy state baunk or state
plunking associntion used for clroulntion op
paid out by them,'

This 15 really o part of the national bhank-
Ing svatem nnd nets as o prohibitory measure
in proventing stste bainks from issulog thoir
own curroney, boenuse thoy ennnot afford to
poay the government 10 por cont for the privi-
logo, With this law wiped out ench state
vould make its own rogulations nas to the
bisls af the currency issued by state banks,

Speaking of the mattor vesterduy Mr. Wil-
Hum Wallinee of the Omuba Natonal bank
sard: *Such nostep us thiat suggestod by that
planic would bring bocle the days of thestate
baok currency, and with that might como
the witdent banks, whieh woro the worst
extreme of the old state banlung system.
It would never do for this country to think
of 40 loolish a step as that, [vis out of the
quuestion, Bvery stato would have s diffor-
ent basis of circulation and it would be difi-
cult tn know what n dollar represented.”

Mr, Wil Millara said: ““T'he repenl of
that law would, | think, bring disaster to tho
whole flnauncial systom of the country.
Thera woula be no lixed value to our our-
ropey if the stnte banks wera periitted to
1ssue theie curreney without rogasd to
natinnal regulation.'’

Mre. John L. MeUsgue of the Ameriean
Nutional bank sald: *“I'he presant national
banking system wns the rasult of an honest
effort to gat rid of the dangerous and rulnous
stato banking systom tonat filled the country
with wildeat money nod left no substantinl
hasls for anything, The national system is
the only safe system. It is clalmoed, of
course, Lthat tho onational banks have o
great snap becayse they got interest on the
governmoent bonds they deposil to seoura

thoir  clroulation, HBut  let us look at ]
the other slde of the matter o mo- |
moent.  Thae bauks bove o opay A !

premium at the present timo for these bonas
of sbout 17 per cont, We are thon permittod
to circulate only %0 per cent of the amount
roprasented by tho bonds, Thers you see s
27 per cent of our wonoy lyving ldle to start
\Iﬂ'l.h The intorest we draw on tha bonds
will never make that evon, If the counury
needs mord mmw{ I should think that a
good way to get 1t would be to permit the
natwonal banks to oiveulate the full amount
of their onplml instond of keeping part of 1t
in idleness. Y'he scheme proposed in the
democratic platform, I nm sure, will not most
with fuvor among those who know auything
about the financial history of the country."

Mr. Bou 8. Wood of the Nebraska Navional
banlk {8 a democrat but he is stoutly opposed
to that particular plank in the platform of
his party.

“The peapls wouldn't take money {ssued
by the state banks if they were parmitted Lo
jssue iy, snia Mr. Wood. '“I'iat was sim-
ply put into the platform to eatch votes, It
will piense the fellows who are ealling for
more money, I suppose, but the fact of tho
pusiness is it don’t mean anythine. We
would not handle a dollar of currsncy Issued
by state bauks, and everybody else would
faol just the same way aboul it, Tha people
must have good money, Aoy tulk Lo Lthe cou-
Lrary is utter nonsonsy,'
